Some of the best soccer play- 
ers in the world will convene in 
Australia and New Zealand for 
the 2023 FIFA Women’s World 
Cup this summer. The U.S. Wom- 
en’s National Soccer Team will 
start their campaign on July 21 
against Vietnam, while the Zam- 
bian squad will face Japan the 
following day. For fans of Prince 
George’s County soccer, the latter 
matchup may be the more sig- 
nificant game. Inonge Kaloustian, 
a 2017 Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School graduate who now helps 
coach the Raiders’ varsity team, 
is one of 42 players vying for the 
23 spots on the Zambian roster, 
which will be finalized after a 
friendly international match in 
Ireland this June. She could join 
2007 Roosevelt alumna Yewande 
Balogun — who is competing for 
a spot on the Nigerian national 
team — in Australia. 

While Kaloustian’s skills and 
hard work have expanded her 
world, her roots always return 
her to Prince George’s County. 
A three-year varsity starter while 
at Roosevelt, Kaloustian led the 
Raiders to a state semi-final berth 
as a sophomore and led the coun- 
ty in goals as a senior. She also 
played basketball all four years,

Governor Asks for Disaster 
Declaration Over Blue Catfish

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Blue catfish were introduced into Virginia rivers in the 1970s and

rapidly expanded into most Bay tributaries. They can be significant 
predators, especially when they reach larger sizes, raising concerns 
about their impact on other fish, crabs and river ecosystems. 


Citing an “ongoing commer- 
cial fishery disaster” caused by 
blue catfish and other nonna- 
tive species, Maryland Governor 
Wes Moore is asking the federal 
government for fishery disaster 
assistance. 

In a letter to U.S. Commerce 
Secretary Gina Raimondo, Moore 
cited growing concern that the 
population “explosion” of blue 
catfish, flathead catfish and 
snakeheads is threatening the 
Chesapeake Bay ecosystem and 
commercial fish populations. 


All three of the species are 
predators that can grow to large 
sizes. Blue catfish are a particular 
concern because they have spread 
through many of Maryland’s tidal 
Bay tributaries in recent years 
as their numbers and range have 
grown especially fast. 

In some parts of Virginia’s 
James River, where blue catfish 
were introduced in the 1970s, 
they account for 75 percent of 
fish biomass and can outcompete

Council Votes 
On City Charter 


The Greenbelt City Council 
at its April 11 meeting voted 
to adopt a charter amendment 
that allows council to autho- 
rize Greenbelt’s city manager 
to reside outside the city. (The 
charter currently restricts the 
city manager to residing with- 
in city limits.) The vote was 
4 to 3 with Councilmembers 
Judith Davis, Rodney Roberts 
and Colin Byrd voting against 
the change. Unless at least 20 
percent of the city’s 15,047 
registered voters, by May 21 
(40 days), sign a petition for 
the amendment to go to ref- 
erendum, the charter change 
will become effective on May 
31 (50 days).

Maryland Legislators Urge GSA 


To Bring FBI to 


With unanimous bipartisan 
support, the Maryland Senate re- 
cently passed Joint Resolution 5 
(SJ5) urging the General Services 
Administration (GSA) to relocate 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion (FBI) headquarters to Prince 
George’s County. SJ5 received 
support from all 47 Senators; an 
identical resolution was passed in 
the House of Delegates. Green- 
belt is one of two proposed loca- 
tions within the county for the 
FBI headquarters. 

“Prince George’s County is at 
the forefront of promoting a more 
diverse and inclusive economy 
through thoughtful and strategic 
economic development,” said 
resolution sponsor Senator Alonzo 
Washington. “The county’s highly 
skilled workforce, proximity to 
several world class academic and 
research institutions, easy access 
to transit and commitment to en- 
vironmental sustainability make 
Prince George’s the ideal location

for the new FBI headquarters.” 
The Maryland General Assembly 
has already set aside $100 mil- 
lion to develop the area around 
the new FBI site, if a site in the 
county is selected. 

The Prince George’s House 
and Senate delegations, Prince 
George’s County Municipal As- 
sociation, Maryland Association 
of Counties, Maryland Municipal 
League and the NAACP have 
also sent letters of support for the 
FBI relocating to Maryland. 

“This is an issue of racial eq- 
uity — our community has been 
historically underserved,” said 
Washington. “The General As- 
sembly stands united in call- 
ing on the federal government 
to bring more jobs, sustainable 
development and economic op- 
portunity to Maryland with the 
relocation of the FBI to Prince 
George’s County.”

serviceberry, four eastern redbud 
and four flowering dogwoods. As 
Mayor Emmett Jordan noted, all 
the trees to be planted are native 
or well-adapted. 

Jackman also reminded council 
that last year’s July windstorm 
leveled a large number of trees 
and that the city and the Commit- 
tee on Trees plan to support the 
planting of more replacements. 
He and Jordan reminded attend- 
ees that the City of Greenbelt 
has an American Rescue Plan Act 
(ARPA) grant to replace damaged 
trees. The funds can be used to 
purchase and plant new trees or 
to take measures to protect them 
and is open to individuals and 
businesses. 

Erosion Study 

Donna Hoffmeister introduced 
a team of participants requesting 
a grant from the city’s Ecology 
Fund. The fund sets aside $2,000 
annually for projects to support 
research on and support to the 
city’s 255-acre Forest Preserve 
that has, since 2003, been kept in 
a natural state. 

Hoffmeister described the 
problem of erosion and intro- 
duced former University of Mary- 
land professor Catherine Plaisant 
who gave a short presentation 
on behalf of Professor Karen 
Prestegaard from the University 
of Maryland. The project aims 
to understand the mechanisms 
involved in the ongoing erosion 
and deeply incised channels in 
the Preserve. The team, which 
has done recent relevant work in 
Greenbelt Park, comprises Pre- 
stegaard and a graduate student 
who will work on it as a final 
thesis project. The grant will 
support purchasing equipment to 
measure water flow and collect 
and analyze soil samples. An 
initial report will be delivered by 
the end-of-June deadline with a 
final report in December. There is 
no impact on the Preserve as all 
samples are very small. 

Council voted unanimously to 
fund the project.

Northway Trails Redesign 

The Forest Preserve Advisory 
Board’s Damien Ossi spoke of 
a trouble spot on the two trails 
leading off Northway where there 
is also severe erosion. Both trail- 
heads start off flat but then go 
precipitously down into the val- 
ley, where the hill is steepest. 
The steep portion of the trails is 
eroded, with the most severe ef- 
fect on the eastern trail. A report 
was made about eight years ago 
without a recommendation for ac- 
tion at that time, but the erosion 
has become worse. 

Ossi described the proposal: 
Close the eroded areas and re- 
route around the steep and eroded 
sections to replace access to these 
popular trails. He described a 
process of using woody materials 
to fill in the old paths and hand 
tools to make the new trail with- 
out removing trees. The project 
would use natural materials and 
noninvasive plant species. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts wondered what would keep 
a new trail from eroding as well. 
Roberts noted that the western 
trail was made after the creation 
of the Preserve by a group of 
University of Maryland mountain 
bikers and he considers it “il- 
legitimate.” Roberts feared the 
new trail would simply make a 
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new problem and also that walk- 
ers would likely just continue to 
use the old familiar trail instead. 

At Councilmember Kristen 
Weaver’s prompting, Ossi ex- 
plained to Roberts and council 
that modern trail design tilts the 
trail slightly to allow water to 
flow off the side of the trail in- 
stead of coursing down it, reduc- 
ing erosion on the trail. Ossi said 
definitively, “You can’t fix a trail 
that goes straight down the hill” 
and referred to numerous consul- 
tations with trail design groups 
by city staffer Kevin Carpenter- 
Driscoll to determine a success- 
ful approach. Ossi referred to the 
success that Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. had in rerouting a section of 
the Canyon Creek Trail, in the 
forest between Laurel Hill Road 
and Plateau Place, that had be- 
come badly eroded. He said that 
the original trail is now almost 
invisible, having been filled in 
with woody debris, while the re- 
placement route is in regular use 
by walkers. 

Jordan requested a tour of 
the trail for interested council- 
members and the public to better 
inform them prior to taking a 
vote at the next meeting — and 
that course of action was agreed 
upon.

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Split on Importance of Rank, 
Board Touts Black Excellence 


At the March meeting of the 
Prince George’s County Pub- 
lic Schools (PGCPS) Board of 
Education, after a rancorous start 
(see Board of Education Bick- 
ers in the April 6 issue), board 
members debated the importance 
and limitations of the Maryland 
Comprehensive Assessment Pro- 
gram (MCAP), in which Prince 
George’s County ranked poorly, 
particularly in math. (For more 
on the county’s results in the 
state assessments see PGCPS 
Students’ Declines in Math Called 
“Concerning” in the February 2 
issue of the News Review.) 

Unique Demographics 

An administration team, led 
by Dr. Douglas Strader, empha- 
sized the distinctive and unique 
demographics of Prince George’s 
County within Maryland. Ac- 
cording to Strader, 54 percent of 
the student population is Black 
or African American, 37 percent 
Hispanic or Latino and many 
of the students are English lan- 
guage learners. “One expects 
most children who are English 
language learners to enter school 
at kindergarten but 42 percent of 
Latinx high school students are 
receiving English language sup- 
port in this school district,” said 
Strader, “and a large portion of 
those students were new to the 
state within the last two years, 
rather than beginning in earlier 
grades. This is problematic for 
graduation rates.” County schools 
did not meet most annual targets 
for graduation overall. 

In addition, 60 percent of 
PGCPS students receive free and 
reduced lunches, noted Strader, 
pointing to the low economic 
status of so many of the county’s 
students. Further, 10 percent are 
special education students. We are 
“very unique across the state,” he 
told the board. 

At the meeting the majority 
acknowledged the limitations of 
the statewide rankings, which 
failed to account for differences 
in the student population across 
districts. Presenters noted that 
PGCPS proficiency and gradua- 
tion rates were on par with others 
in the state when controlled for 
factors such as race and eco- 
nomic status. Without taking 
such student demographics and 
differing needs into account, the 
MCAP couldn’t accurately reflect 
the quality of PGCPS, it was 
well argued. Nonetheless, the 
results were taken by many as 
useful data to point to areas in 
need of improvement and areas 
of strength. 

Against Rankings

large, appointed board members, 
was outspoken about the rank- 
ings’ lack of significance, saying 
he’d rather not talk about them 
at all. “[T]his idea of where we 
rank in the state — I can’t give 
a damn, I really can’t,” he said.

The Greenbelt Co-op Super- 
market’s new register system 
will now allow the store to add 
a new member rewards program 
offering members-only savings 
each month. Rewards are a way 
to demonstrate to members that 
the Co-op appreciates them.

discount; Co-op can’t be the ar- 
bitrator of who can or can’t use 
the reward.” 

Discounts will not apply to 
stamps, gift cards, prescriptions 
or durable medical goods. Jill 
Stevenson, Co-op’s marketing & 
membership coordinator, added, 
“The reward period is seven days 
long; Co-op can’t give discounts 
outside of that period. Please 
don’t put our staff in the position 
of having to deny you for miss- 
ing the member rewards window 
from April 12 to April 18, 2023.”

native species for food and 
habitat. 

In his March 15 letter, Moore 
said scientists have been see- 
ing “disturbing trends” toward 
decreased abundance for seven 
commercial species, including 
blue crabs and striped bass, since 
2012 when blue catfish were 
beginning to move into the state. 

The governor acknowledged 
that scientists have not made 
“direct links” between decreased 
commercial species abundance 
and the presence of the invasive 
fish. But, he wrote, “We believe 
that it is critical to act now to 
mitigate the effects of the inva- 
sive species and to provide as- 
sistance to the commercial fishing 
industry.” 

The letter kicks off a formal 
review process by the U.S. Com- 
merce Department. If the depart- 
ment were to declare a fisheries 
disaster, it could spur an influx 
of federal money to support a 
range of activities. That could 
include programs that help wa- 
termen transition from fishing 
for traditional native species to 
the nonnative, invasive ones; 
incentivizing seafood processors 
to purchase equipment to handle 
those species; and marketing ef- 
forts to promote sales of those 
fish. 

“T believe that disaster as- 
sistance could put Maryland into 
a position where commercial 
fishing communities are both 
supported in the present and po- 
sitioned for a future of invasive 
species harvest,” Moore wrote. 

The request is not unprec- 
edented in the Bay region. The 
Commerce Department declared 
a fishing disaster in 2009 after 
a sharp decline in the blue crab 
population. That action resulted 
in millions of dollars going to 
Maryland and Virginia for pro- 
grams that supported watermen 
and the blue crab fishery. 

Allison Colden, the Chesa- 
peake Bay Foundation’s senior 
fisheries scientist, praised Moore’s 
request, calling it “a critical first 
step in addressing the significant 
problem of invasive catfish and 
snakeheads in Chesapeake Bay.” 

Blue catfish, the largest catfish 
species in North America, are 
native to the Mississippi River 
and Texas Gulf Coast. They can 
live more than two decades and 


reach more than 100 pounds, 
making them a popular sportfish 
not only in their native range but 
for anglers and fishery managers 
looking to import new species. 

They were introduced into 
Virginia’s tidal tributaries in the 
1970s to help build a recreation- 
al fishery, but their population 
growth and rapid expansion into 
most Bay tributaries over the last 
two decades have raised concern 
among many biologists about 
their impact on other species and 
river ecosystems. 

Blue catfish can be significant 
predators, especially when they 
reach larger sizes. Some popular 
Bay species are among their prey, 
including the blue crab. Scien- 
tists have also expressed concern 
about their potential impact on 
striped bass and the endangered 
Atlantic sturgeon. 

A diet study of blue catfish 
by Virginia Tech scientists in the 
James, Rappahannock and York 
rivers several years ago — which 
examined 16,110 blue catfish 
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stomachs — found the fish were 
omnivores, eating whatever is 
abundant in the river. All sorts 
of things turned up in their stom- 
achs, even muskrats, snakes and 
birds. Overwhelmingly, they eat 
vegetation and invertebrates, but 
as they get larger, their diet turns 
toward other fish. 

Recent work by Salisbury Uni- 
versity scientists in Maryland 
have found that blueback herring, 
alewife and white perch, all spe- 
cies of concern to fishery manag- 
ers, are common in the stomachs 
of blue catfish on the Nanticoke 
River. 

A recent study by research- 
ers from the Virginia Institute of 
Marine Science estimated that 
blue catfish eat about 2.3 million 
juvenile blue crabs a year in the 
lower James River.

Quoting the Chesapeake Bay Foundation, he said, “The 
more we eat, the less they eat!” noting that the NOAA Fish- 
eries website touts blue catfish as “invasive and delicious.”

says Gillotte, “choosing these fish for your 


protein is one of the better ecological choices one can make.”

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“We change narratives because 
we know in spaces that we are 
showing excellence like Prince 
George’s County Public Schools, 
we don’t compare ourselves to 
other people. I wouldn’t pay my 
money and put my child in a 
system where people don’t look 
like them who teach them. Ques- 
tioning who they are.” 

We need to change the narra- 
tives about mathematics, added 
Valentine. “Mathematics was 
invented in Africa ... Pythagoras 
was a Black man,” he said. “We 
created math! That’s the narrative 
I want to hear. This is ours!” 

“Rankings didn’t matter when 
we applied [to HBCUs] because 
we knew when we went there 
they would see us for who we 
were: Black and excellence,” ex- 
claimed Valentine. “That’s what 
Prince George’s County produces. 
Black excellence.” 

Why Rankings Matter 

Board member Branndon 
Jackson, District 6, disagreed 
with Valentine about the impor- 
tance of rankings. “[R]ankings 
are so important because when 
companies look to invest ... they 
look at a few variables, labor 
force, transportation, crime and 
education ... education is a huge 
component of where the com- 
mercial sector wants to invest,” 
he argued, noting that these in- 
vestments impact the tax base, 
which in turn drives revenue for 
education. 

“I definitely love Black excel- 
lence,” Jackson replied to Valen- 
tine, but “you got to understand 
this is the game we’re in,” he 
said. “[I]n theory everything 
you say is great, but we need to 
make sure our rankings reflect 
the students ... we gotta play the 
game that we’re in,” he argued. 
“How people view our education 
system is how they’re going to 
invest into our community.” 

Jackson wanted to know if 
the county had appealed how 
the rankings are produced from 
a diversity, equity and inclusion 
standpoint. CEO Dr. Monica 
Goldson shared that they 
have but the same traditional 
reporting out remains, “no 
matter who sits at the helm.” 
She believed there is “the 
opportunity for some progress” 
with the current superintendent,

Changing the Narrative 

Shayla Adams-Stafford, board 
member for District 4, had sug- 
gestions for changing the narra- 
tive around PGCPS. “We need 
to, as a school district, really 
position ourselves as national 
leaders in supporting students 
of color and the areas that we 
have that are excellent ... the 
work that we’re doing like with 
our Latinx students in AP, that’s 
something that every school dis- 
trict in America is trying to fig- 
ure out,” she said. “We should 
write our own white paper. We 
don’t need to wait for someone 
to recognize us, we just need to 
step out as leaders in the areas 
of culturally responsive education 
at a time where again, nationally, 
people are shying away from the 
culturally responsive things that 
we are doing in our district.” 
They should write their own 
briefs, papers and white papers, 
said Adams-Stafford, and “invite 
people to come see what we’re 
doing here that’s successful.” She 
called on fellow board members 
to “use your voices on the na- 
tional stage to just share some 
of these highlights and we don’t 
have to wait for anyone else.” 

Walter Fields, an appointed, at- 
large board member, agreed. “We 
are dealing with a different de- 
mographic than any other school 
district in the state of Maryland. 
That’s not reflected in the scor- 
ing of these report cards and I 
think it’s important for this school

City Manager Proposes Keeping 


Current Tax Rate for Next Year 


City Manager Timothy 
George’s proposed fiscal year 
2024 (FY24) budget calls for 
expenditures of $35.9 million, 
an increase of 7.3 percent over 
the current year’s budgeted ex- 
penditures of $33.4 million. This 
will be funded by current year 
revenues of $34.3 million in 
estimated FY24 revenues plus a 
transfer of $1.6 million from the 
city’s Capital Reserve Fund, part 
of its undesignated fund balance. 
Estimated total revenues, includ- 
ing the fund transfer, a new pro- 
cedure, are up 7.6 percent over 
the adopted budget for the current 
year. (See table for distribution of 
expenditures by budget accounts.) 

George presented his proposed 
budget at the March 27 meeting 
of the Greenbelt City Council. 
This kicks off a series of work- 
sessions in which council will 
review each of the budget sec- 
tions prior to adopting the budget 
on June 5. He is not proposing 
any change to the city’s property 
tax rate, although property tax 
revenues will increase due to as- 
sessment changes. George noted 
that property tax assessments are 
up across the board. 

Refuse and recycling fees 
would not change under the pro- 
posed budget but fees for Recre- 
ation Department programs and 
camps would increase. Recreation 
revenues from classes and camps, 
which were sharply reduced by 
the pandemic, are returning to 
pre-Covid levels, George said. 

Compensation 

The budget funds a possible 
$2,000 raise for council members 
who will be elected in November 
from the current $10,000 per year 
to $12,000 for all save the mayor, 
who would get $14,000 per year 
(up from $12,000). Council last 
voted to increase its pay in 2007. 
It is unusual for the city manager 
to suggest a pay raise for council 
(his bosses), but Mayor Emmett 
Jordan has suggested council pay 
be increased at several recent 
meetings. 

The budget allocates rough- 
ly $1.3 million for changes to 
staff salaries stemming from the 
classification and compensation 
study. If approved, all staff (save 
sworn officers) would receive 
an increase to the market level 
in the study if their pay is be- 
low that level plus a 2 percent 
cost-of-living adjustment. He is 
also proposing a decompression 
adjustment so that staffers would 
receive an additional increase of 
0.5 percent for each year of ser- 
vice up to 10 years.

Overall staffing levels, even 
at the department level, would 
remain unchanged from current 
authorizations, although slightly 
higher than in the adopted budget 
for FY23. The changes include an 
assistant director for community 
development, a human resourc- 
es specialist, crisis intervention 
counselors and a community 
inspector. 

The proposed budget also pro- 
vides for installing electric ve- 
hicle infrastructure for city vehi- 
cles, particularly police and Pub- 
lic Works vehicles. This will not 
be a one-year effort. Other new 
projects proposed for funding are 
a diversity, equity and inclusion 
baseline assessment; an update 
of the city charter and city code; 
funding for the Reparations Com- 
mission’s fact-finding activities; 
amenities for Greenbelt Station; 
and a return to full pre-pandemic 
operations and revenues. 

Focus 

George identified several Areas 
of Focus including implementing 
the classification and compensa- 
tion changes, continuing with 
the implementation of the new 
finance software and continuing 
safety and security improvements. 
The city will also be mindful of 
several projects outside of its 
control, including supporting the 
possible move of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation headquarters 
to the Greenbelt Metro Station 
and continuing to oppose the 
construction of the maglev train. 

The city will also continue its 
efforts to acquire the Greenbelt 
Armory property from the state. 
The Beltway Plaza redevelopment 
project will also affect the city 
and its budget. 

Priorities 

In addition to managing the 
projects funded by the American 
Rescue Plan Act, which are ac- 
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counted for separately from the 
city’s budget, key goals for this 
fiscal year (and beyond) include 
retention and recruitment of staff; 
business retention, expansion and 
attraction; and improvements for 
city fields and facilities. 
Staffing 

On the personnel front, George 
had good news. For the first time 
in 10 years, the police department 
is fully staffed with both officers 
and dispatchers. Other depart- 
ments have also restocked as the 
city onboarded 43 new employ- 
ees, including a diversity, equity 
and inclusion officer; a grants 
coordinator; and an economic de- 
velopment manager. City staff has 
expanded significantly over the 
past few years from an authoriza- 
tion of 220.4 full-time equivalents 
(FTE) in FY13 to 245 today. 

The city has issued a request 
for proposals (RFP) for an ar- 
chitect to examine options for 
expanding or rebuilding the Mu- 
nicipal Building, following up 
on the findings of the recently 
completed space study. George 
expects to have a recommended 
company by mid-summer. 

Award 

Once again the city received 
the Distinguished Budget Presen- 
tation Award for the FY22 budget 
from the Government Finance 
Association. The city has con- 
sistently received this award for 
decades, recognizing its ability to 
present the budget clearly, acces- 
sibly, readably and understand- 
ably and account for the city’s 
goals and how those have been 
or are to be accomplished.

in the public domain,” he said.

“So for the public that is 
watching this meeting tonight, 
rest assured, I think that this 
district is focused, that we under- 
stand the problems in front of it. 
We’re not ignoring the problems, 
we’re well aware of the problems 
and I think we have a board 
that’s committed to addressing 
these issues and I really appreci- 
ate my colleagues tonight for the 
intensity of this discussion and 
for the focus on this discussion, 
so when we hear the public say 
focus on our children that is pre- 
cisely what we are doing in this 
moment,” said Fields.

Defend Against Predators

best defense against online crime 
is to follow these do’s and don’ts. 
Their website (usa.gov/online- 
safety) offers more information 
on the underlined topics. 

Do: 

¢ Learn how to spot common 
scams and fraud. Learn the warn- 
ing signs of internet fraud, phish- 
ing and other online scams. 

* Keep your computer soft- 
ware updated. Download the 
latest versions of your operating 
system, web browsers and apps. 

¢ Talk to your kids about be- 
ing safe and responsible online. 
Find out how you can protect 
your kids online by teaching 
them about the risks. 

¢ Learn the basics of cyber 
security. Find out what to do dur- 
ing and after cyber attacks and 
what you can do beforehand to 
prevent them. 

Don’t: 

¢ Don’t use the same pass- 
words for multiple accounts. Try 
to make your passwords unpre- 
dictable and avoid using names, 
dates or common words. Never 
share your passwords with any- 
one you don’t trust. 

¢ Don’t give out personal in- 
formation over unencrypted web- 
sites. Only trust encrypted sites 
that begin with “https” (the “s” 
means they’re secure). They con- 
vert your information into a code 
that prevents exposure to poten- 
tial scammers.
